Pittsburg, June 3.—One of the most 
exciting ami spectacular Ares that has 
visited Pittsburg In recent years broke 
out In the Avenue theater late yester 
day afternoon. Before It was subdued 
it had completely destroyed the Ave­ 
nue theater and partly wrecked the 
Grand opera house adjoining. 
Fortu­ 
nately no panic resulted and no lives 
were lost. 
The loss will reach $150,- 
000, fully insured. 
The cause of the 
fire Is believed to be traceable to 
crossed wires. 
In the opera house a 
matinee performance was in progress 
when the fire broke out. 
The house 
was about half filled, but through the 
prompt and systematic work of the 
employes the audience was gotten out 
without the semblance of a panic; in 
deed, the majority did not know there 
was a fire until they reached the 
street. 
Several women fainted when 
they came to realize what might have 
happened.

Tokio, June 3.—The cardinal causes 
of Rojestvensky’s defeat have been 
the subject of general discussion here, 
one Japanese expert giving the fol­ 
lowing analysis: 
“First an imperfect r©connoissance 
and incomplete, fanny and misleading 
intelligence. 
“Second, an imperfect battle forma­ 
tion, which indicated that Rojestven- 
sky did not expect to meet Togo off 
Tsushima. 
“Third, the weather, the direction of 
the wfnd. and the sunlight were un­ 
favorable to the Russians. Togo hav­ 
ing the sun behind him and firing 
with the wind, while the Russians had 
the sunlight in their eyes and fired 
against the wind. 
“Fourth, the Russians wasted their 
ammunition and eventually ran short. 
It is believed the surrender of Neboga- 
toff was necessary because his am m u­ 
nition had been expended. 
“Fifth, the m arked inferiority of 
the Russian gunnery/“ 
Russians Were Surprised. 
Some experts criticise Ro jest venally 
for essaying the Tsushima channel. 
Others uphold him, saying that his 
only chance lay in going through that 
channel. 
The 
impression 
prevails 
that Rojestvensky was totally una­ 
ware of the presence of Togo’s entire 
fleet off Tsushima. 
Many believe that 
it was necessary for Togo to take a 
station at a pivotal point from which 
it would be possible to intercept the 
Russians entering either Tsushima, 
T sngaru or Soya channels. 
Calcula­ 
tions placed this pivotal point on the 
west coast near the western entrance 
of 
Tsngaru 
channel. 
Togo's 
real 
whereabouts were known 
to 
many 
Japanese, but the secret was success­ 
fully guarded; another example of the 
willingness and ability of the Jap an ­ 
ese 
to 
preserve 
military 
secrets. 
Leaving aside the question of pre 
paredness 
and 
superior 
conditions, 
the superiority of the Japanese per­ 
sonnel fresh from fifteen months' suc­ 
cessful campaigning under all possi­ 
ble conditions, buist be taken into con­ 
sideration. 
Many ascribe the victory 
entirely to the superior marksm anship 
of the Japanese. 
Togo, realizing that 
It would probably be necessary to fig 't 
In the open sea, gave his crews long 
training in firing during rough w eath­ 
er with a heavy wind blowing and 
the ships rolling.

Washington. June 3.—The president 
has struck a blow for peace in the far 
East. 
In a conference at the White 
House with Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, the president expressed 
the earnest hope that Russia would 
forthwith conclude peace with Japan. 
Prolongation of the war. he believes, 
will not result in victory for the Rus­ 
sian arms and can only serve to in­ 
crease Japan’s demands and render 
more difficult the drafting of a treaty 
of peace which the czar as well as tho 
mikado 
can 
sign. 
The 
president 
spoke, he said, as the friend of Russia 
no less than of Japan, and on behalf 
not only of the Washington govern- 
'ment, but in the interest of human­ 
ity. 
Until his words have reached 
Tsarskoe Selo and have been commu­ 
nicated to Emperor Nicholas in the 
friendly spirit in which they were ut­ 
tered, their effect cannot be estimat­ 
ed. 
Soon after reaching his embassy 
Count Cassini began the pnips ration 
of a dispatch to his government Nei­ 
ther at the White House nor at the 
Russian embassy could a formal state- 
i rnent regarding the conference be ob­ 
tained. 
Throughout 
the diplomatic 
corps there Is a strong hope that this 
conference 
marked 
the 
first 
step 
toward peace, but the general opinion 
is that weeks may elapse before even 
preliminary negotiations can be be­ 
gun. Diplomats express the hope that 
Emperor Nicholas will receive the 
president’s words “as the counsel of 
that government which has for years 
been Russia’s traditional friend and 


j will weigh it accordingly.” ,* 
The president informed the ambas­ 
sador that he earnestly hoped for an 
early peace in the far East and that 
in expressing this hope he voiced not 
only his strong personal sentiments 
and those of his government, but he 
believed that they were held by all 
of the powers. 
His opinion was that 
it would he a mistake for Russia to 
continue the war. 
In addition to the 
suffering entailed by the naval con­ 
flict, he did not believe that Russia 
has anything to win in prolonging hos­ 
tilities. What Japan's probable peace 
terms would be the president was 
wholly unable to say, but he did not 
hesitate to express the opinion that, 
difficult as these conditions 
might 
prove, in the light of such a victory 
as that gained in the Korean straits, 
they would increase in severity with 
that a state of war con­ 
fe s s Russia has autistan-

TO TEACH HYGIENE 


The Need of Popular Instruction Along 


This Line Urged. 


Indianapolis, June 3.—The Indiana 
health officers have adjourned their 
annual convention here. 
It was one 
of the b est ever held in the state and 
is expected to result in much pub lic 
good. 
A feature of the convention 
was discussion of topics taught in pub ­ 
lic schools. 
Dr. Joseph M cFarland, 
professor in pathology in the Medico* 
C hirurgical 
college of 
Philadelphia, 
criticised 
the 
tendency 
of 
pub lic 
schools to pay too much attention te 
teaching pupils the influence of alco­ 
hol on the sy stem . It would b e b etter, 
he said, to pay more attention to 
teaching them to avoid infectious dis 
eases. 
"In many states of our Union 
we now give our school children a 
course of instruction in phy siology 
and hy giene that is very superficial 
and tainted with faddism in Its ex­ 
cessive reference to the Influence of 
alcohol on the sy stem . 
How much 
b etter it would b e If these prejudices 
could he set aside and only the legiti­ 
m ate place given the m erits and de­ 
m erits of alcohol, so that there might 
b e more room for an eq ually legiti­ 
m ate am ount of teaching concerning 
the cause, nature and avoidance of in­ 
fectious diseases and particularly the 
m ost common—tub erculosis." 


The police and detectives here are 
on the lookout for a vandal who seems 
b ent on the wholesale killing of fine 
shade trees. 
So far they are unab le 
to get at his m otives for his action, 
as there is not b elieved to b e any 
spite. 
The m em b ers of the park 
b oard are much w rought up and de­ 
clare they never knew of a worse 
piece of vandalism . 
A few day s ago 
it was found that tw enty -tw o hand­ 
some shade trees on Ray stree t had 
b een "doctored” b y the vandal and 
a dozen m ore on K ansas street were 
discovered today . 
W hoever does the 
work follows the sim ple plan of b oring 
a hole into the tree-trunk with a half­ 
inch augur and then filling it with 
mud and salt. 
It is difficult to detect 
the hole, b ut a city em ploy e found 
little pieces of shavings under the 
trees and. investigating, found the 
holes filled at the b ottom with salt, 
the purpose of which was to dry up 
the sap and kill the trees. 
The salt 
was removed and the holes thoroughly 
cleansed, so that none of the trees 
will die, b ut the park b oard is alarm ed 
b ecause it don’t know where to look 
for troub le of the sam e kind next.

majority of the naval authorities b e­ 
ing deaf to the appeals of 
the few who 
Insist that the adm iral’s action in sur­ 
rendering his w arships should not 
b e 
condemned until the circum stances b e­ 
come fully known. The m ajority say 
they could forgive any thing b ut sur­ 
render, and point to the precedent in 
the case of . the R ussian w arship Ra­ 
phael which in 1S29 during the Russo- 
Ttirkish war struck its colors to three 
Turkish ships which surrounded it. 
Nicholas I. meted out a terrib le pun­ 
ishment to the officers and crew of the 
Raphael, ordering that all of them 
should b e shot after their exchange 
and directing that if the ship should 
ever b ® recaptured its infamous b us 
tory should b e b lotted out b y the total 
destruction of the vessel. 
The Raphael, strange to say , was 
recaptured thirty four y ears later at 
Sinope during th« * Crimean war, a sun 
of the captain who surrendered her 
taking part in the b attle, and to th« * 
son fell the task of executing the dead 
em peror’s 
orders 
to 
destroy 
her 
Many naval authorities declare that 
the emperor should reserve the same 
fate for Admiral Neb ogatoff. 


Surrender Was Inex plicable. 
Tokio. 
June 3.—It 
Is 
understood 
that Admiral Neb ogatoff. who is grate-* 
fui for the kind treatm ent giv» n him 
b y order of the mikado, will b e al­ 
lowed to proceed home within a few 
day s. 
His surrender was disgraceful 
and unaccountab le. 
An examination 
of his ships show that, though the 
guns were rusty and the b ottoms of 
the vessels covered with sea-weed, 
there was 
no lack of fighting re­ 
sources. 
There were heaps of am m u­ 
nition and no trace of damage b y the 
Japanese shells.

A T IP FOR GOLFERS. 


Ho tv to G iv e O ld G olf H ull* a n K ff ii 
< o * t o f P a in t. 
Hav ing got through with more new 
rubber cov ered balls than they can con­ 
tem plate with equanimity, golfers are 
dlsi» o8ed to begin the season by econ­ 
omising from okl stock, says the Bos 
ton Herald. Most golfers in their time 
hav e bought a can of golf paint and 
made an attem pt to paint up some old 
balls which, sav e for their blackness, 
looked as if they were still capable of 
much gmsl serv ice. 
Ninety-nine per cent of tliese golfers 
hav ing applied the paint in the eus 
tomary manner with a ¡mint brush, 
hav e finally abandoned the thing in dis 
gust and thrown the bails away. Paint 
so applied Inv ariably settles and dries 
in blobs and blotches, with the streak 
markings of the brush ev erywhere in 
ev idence, so that for practical purpose* 
the ball is quite useh**s afterw ard. 
Yet it is one of the easiest thing* in 
the world to paint a golf ball when it 
is done properly, 
l’ut as much of the 
paint as would lie conv eniently on the 
surface of a quarter dollar into the 
palm of the left liaml. and then take 
the well denned ball and lay it 
011 it. 
Thou put the right hand on top of it 
and roll ttie ball « bout in between fot 
some twenty seconds until it has pick 
«Hi up a layer of paint all ov er and you 
feel it getting “tacky.” 
Then place it 
on a piece of glass or other hard sur­ 
face to dry. It will l» e found to hav e a 
perfectly ev en coat of paint upon it 
with no blotches and no obscurement 
of the natural m arking of the ball. 
A second coat is desirable, and the 
ball should then be kept at least a week 
before playing with it.
